Extract of Treasury Minute, dated 11th November 1831. 

Board of Charitable Bequests. 

Select Committee recommend that the laws for regulating the recovery 
of Charitable Bequests should be revised and amended, and it would appear 
from the evidence subjoined to the Report that one of the matters then requiring 
amendment was the exclusive character of the Board, consisting as it now does 
wholly of the members of the Established Church. As it must necessarily be the 
duty of the Board to take cognizance of charitable trusts relating to Dissenters, 
both Roman-catholic and Protestant, my Lords conceive that this subject is 
one that merits the serious consideration of the Irish Government. 
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Extract from Treasury Minute, dated 30th March 1832. 

Transmit to Mr. Stanley a copy of the Minute of this Board of the 11th of 
November last, on the subject of this establishment, and request that he will 
favour my Lord Lieutenant of Ireland thereon. 

My Lords will propose the usual estimate for 700 l . ; but before the vote is 
rakeu they request some further information on the points to which they have 
adverted. 



Extract from Treasury Minute, dated 8tli November 1833. 

My Lords request Mr. Littleton to call the special attention of his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant to their Minute on the subject of the Board of Charitable 
Bequests, and to the necessity of recommending to Parliament such an alteration 
of the law as may divest that Board of its exclusive religious character. Consider- 
ing the general supervision exercised by the Commissioners over all charities, 
whether relating to the Established Church, to Protestant Dissenters, or to 
Roman-catholics, my Lords submit to the Irish Government the strong neces- 
sity of submitting to Parliament a Bill founded on the principles to which they 
have adverted.

Sir, Dublin Castle, 31 Dec. 1833. 

The Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests met this day, pur- 
suant to special notice, to take into consideration your letter of the 27th instant, 
enclosing, by command of the Lord Lieutenant, Extracts of Minutes of the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury relative to this Board, bearing date 
the 11th November 1831, 30th March 1832, and 8th November 1833. Those 
several documents having been read, the Commissioners passed a Resolution, 
which, by their order, I do myself the honour of communicating to you for his 
Excellency’s information. 

Resolved : — That this Board is ready to promote any arrangement which may 
tend to carry into execution the objects for which it was originally constituted.
